1. JAPAN 

FONMINISTRY OFFICIALS SAID FRI THAT US AND JAPAN WILL HOLD 
HIGH-LEVEL WASHINGTON MTG LATE NEXT MONTH TO DISCUSS 
BILAT TRADE/ECON PROBLEMS, INCLUDING JAPANESE TRADE SURPLUS 
W/US; VICE-MINISTERIAL-LEVEL OFFICIALS ARE EXPECTED ATTEND, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DATES STILL NOT SET. ADDED THAT MTG WILL BE PRECEDED BY 
PLANNED US VISIT EARLY NEXT MONTH OF EXTERNAL ECON AFFAIRS 
MIN USHIBA AND AGRIC/FORESTRY/FISHERIES MIN NAKAGAWA 
(REUTER TOKYO). 

JAPAN/PRC HAVE REACHED BASIC AGREEMENT ON TERMS OF FRIEND-

6. AUSTRALIA 

CSM’S SOLOMON (CANBERRA 8/10) NOTES FRASER'S DISMISSAL OF 
SEN WITHERS HAS LANDED PREMIER IN HIS 1ST REAL POL CRISIS 
SINCE HE WON 75 ELECTIONS. SAYS IT IS PROBABLE THAT ISSUE 
OF CLEAN GOVT WILL BE RAISED W/IN GOVERNING PARTY WHEN 
PARLIAMENT RESUMES SOON TO CONSIDER BUDGET; HOWEVER, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IT IS UNLIKELY THERE WILL BE ANY CHALLENGE TO FRASER'S 
LIBERAL PARTY LEADERSHIP. SEES HIS DOMINANCE OF GOVT 
DEMONSTRATED BY HIS ABILITY TO DICTATE GOVT'S ECON 
POLICIES. 

7. PHILIPPINES 

WP'S OBERDORFER (8/10) NOTES MACEDA IS 3RD PROMINENT 
FILIPINO TO SEEK POL ASYLUM IN US RECENTLY-"FACT THIS IS 
SOMETHING OF A STIR IN THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES." 

TIME-LIFE’S BERNSTEIN(HK) SAYS FEW RULERS DOMINATE THEIR 
COUNTRIES IN WAY MARCOS DOMINATES PHILS. SAYS FEW IN 
MANILA DOUBT THAT CONTROL OVER VAST PORTIONS OF ECON 
HAS PASSED INTO HANDS OF PEOPLE VERY CLOSE TO MARCOSES, 

AND ALL COUNTRY'S MAIN NEWSPAPERS HAVE COME TO BE OWNED 
OR CONTROLLED BY CLOSE ALLIES OF RULING FAMILY. BUT 
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NOTES PRES "IS AVIDLY SUPPORTED BY MANY FILIPINOS" (WSTAR 
8/9). 

8. KOREA 

WP EDIT (8/5) SAYS COOPERATION OF KIM DONG IO IS CRITICAL 
BECAUSE CONGRESSMEN ON TAKE FROM TONGSUN PARK COULD DENY 
KNOWLEDGE OF DEALING W/FOREIGN AGENT. "BUT THIS IS NOT A 
CLAIM THAT ANYONE ON THE TAKE FROM AMB KIM CAN SUSTAIN." 
SAYS WHILE KOREA HAS ASSURED HOUSE KIM ANSWERS WILL BE 
ACCURATE AND SUBSTANTIAL, SKEPTICISM IS VERY MUCH IN ORDER. 
DANGER EXISTS THAT ANY MATERIAL PROVIDED BY KIM WILL BE 
MERELY SMEAR OR UNUSABLE IN SUBSEQUENT HOUSE DISCIPLINARY 
PROCEEDING. NONETHELESS, FEELS AGREEMENT IS WISE INVEST- 
MENT "CANDOR AND TRUST THAT GOOD FRIENDS AND ALLIES OWE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EACH OTHER." 

GLOBE EDIT (8/5) FEELS IF KIM TESTIMONY TO BE FULLY 
REVEALING, SOME PROCESS FOR FOLLOW-UP QUESTIONING MUST BE 
DEVELOPED. BELIEVES DOS CAN AID IN PERSUADING SEOUL THAT 
FULL QUESTIONING, EVEN IF WRITTEN, IS ABSOLUTELY ESSEN- 
TIAL. 

ACCORDING CSM EDIT, EVEN BELATED HELP FROM SK WELCOMED

BELIEVES PRES SHOULD EXERT HIS INFLUENCE IN KIM'S 
BEHALF. 

CSM'S MORITZ (SEOUL 8/7), COMMENTING ON NK'S STRENGTH AND 
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STABILITY, SAYS ANALYSTS AGREE PAST YR HAS SEEN DEVELOP- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MENT OF 2 MAJOR POLICIES BY NK: 1) DIPLO EFFORT TO 
ENCOURAGE US W/DRAWAL FROM SOUTH, PLUS AVOIDING EXCESSIVE

9. CHINA 

REUTER QUOTES US OIL FIRM SPOKESMAN AS SAYING FRI THAT 
AMERICAN AND FON OIL FIRMS HAVE BEEN QUIETLY MTG W/PRC 
OFFICIALS IN PEKING DURING PAST FEW MONTHS TO DISCUSS 
POSSIBLE OFFSHORE OIL DEVELOPMENT THERE; HOWEVER, THEY 
SAY, CHINESE APPARENTLY HAVE NOT MADE UP MINDS WHO MAY 
GET CHANCE HELP PEKING EXPLOIT DEPOSITS. QUOTES PENNZOIL 
SPOKESMAN THAT CHINESE INDICATED THEY WILL HOLD TALKS 
W/FRENCH/BRITISH/JAPANESE OIL COS BEFORE ANY DECISIONS 
MADE. ADDED THAT PENNZOIL WAS 1ST FON OIL FIRM TO SEND 
DEL TO PEKING, AND GROUP HAS BEEN BACK FOR MORE THAN MONTH 
AND NO DEVELOPMENTS SINCE THEN. 

EXXON CORP ALSO TOLD REUTER IT IS TALKING TO CHINESE 
ABOUT EXPLORATION POSSIBILITIES. COMPANY DEL WILL RETURN 
FROM CHINA LATER THIS MONTH, BUT SPOKESMAN SAYS "THERE 
HAVE BEEN NO DEVELOPMENTS AT ALL" SINCE TEAM LEFT. 

WP'S HOBART ROWEN SAYS FIRST EVIDENCE OF CHINESE DECISION 
OF MAJOR IMPORTANCE TO DEVELOPMENT OF ITS OFFSHORE OIL 
RESOURCES WAS ON MAY 2 WHEN NCUSCT’S CHRISTOPHER PHILLIPS 
RECEIVED CALL FROM PRCLO TO COME OVER, PICK UP MESSAGE 
FOR 4 MAJOR AMERICAN OIL COS. CHINESE INVITED PENNZOIL, 
EXXON/UNION OIL/PHILLIPS PETROLEUM COME TO CHINA AT 2-WK 
INTERVALS TO DISCUSS EXPLORATION/DEVELOPMENT OF OIL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RESERVES UNDER EAST CHINA SEA/SOUTH CHINA SEA/OTHER OFF- 
SHORE AREAS. CHINESE ONLY WANTED TOP MAN OF EACH OIL 
COMPANY ALONG W/KEY TECH EXPERTS. THEY SPECIFIED 
PENNZOIL'S LIEDTKE, WHO HAD MADE FREQUENT TRIPS TO 
PEKING. 

ROWEN SAYS PENNZOIL'S MISSION ALREADY BEEN TO CHINA AND 
BACK, EXXON'S THERE NOW, UNION/PHILLIPS WILL COMPLETE 
THEIR STUDIES BY END OF AUGUST. REPORTS DOS OFFICIALS 

ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT NEW DEVELOPMENT, SUGGEST "IT'S 
ONLY THE TIP OF THE ICEBERG," FEEL NEW LEADERS OF 
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POST-MAO ERA ARE ' GOING ALL-OUT TO MAKE THE BEST OF WHAT 
IS AVAILABLE FROM THE WEST. THE OLD IDEOLOGY HAS BEEN 
PUT ASIDE." TOTAL US-CHINA TRADE, ABOUT 375 MIL DOLS 
LAST YR IS EXPECTED TO DOUBLE TO 700 MIL RANGE THIS YR. 

PENNZOIL'S LIEDTKE IN A TELEPHONE INTERVIEW SAID THAT HE 
HAS NO DOUBT "DECISION HAS BEEN MADE IN PEKING AND AT THE 
HIGHEST POLITICAL LEVEL" TO SUPPLEMENT CHINA'S OWN 
EXPLORATION EFFORTS BY "MORE THAN ONE" OUTSIDE COMPANY 
BECAUSE OF AMOUNT OF THE OIL INVOLVED, AND TO TEST THE 
MOST DIVERSE TECHNOLOGICAL ASSISTANCE. LIEDTKE SAID 
"MY GUESS IS THAT THIS HAS AN EXTREMELY HIGH PRIORITY. 

AND THE PRESSURE IS ON TO GET SOMETHING DONE." 

LIEDTKE SAYS CHINA'S POTENTIAL RESERVES MUST BE 
"ENORMOUS"; THERE MAY BE AS MUCH OIL IN CHINA AS IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST, "BUT THE PRODUCTION PROBLEMS UNDER EXISTING 
TECHNOLOGY MAY MAKE IT MORE DIFFICULT TO RECOVER." 

PENNZOIL THINKS IT WILL TAKE TWO TO THREE YRS TO COMPLETE 
EXPLORATION, AND 5 TO 8 YRS TO GET INTO SUBSTANTIAL 
PRODUCTION. 

ROWEN SAYS THERE IS NO INTIMATION CHINESE ARE ASKING 
AMERICAN COS ENGAGE IN COMPETITIVE BIDDING AGAINST EACH 
OTHER. OR AGAINST JAPANESE OR EUROPEAN FIRMS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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JOHN FRASER (TORONTO GLOBE AND MAIL, PEKING), NOTING 
CHINA AND LIBYA HAVE AGREED ESTABLISH DIPLO RELS, SAYS 
POSSIBLE SIGNIFICANCE TO US-CHINA RELS IS FACT PEKING 
DID NOT REQUIRE LIBYA BREAK RELS W/TAIWAN. FRASER SAYS 
US SOURCES THERE WARN DANGER TO READ TOO MUCH SIGNIFICANCE 
INTO THIS. BUT OBSERVES THAT OMISSION OF TAIWAN PARA 
NO FLUKE, SINCE CHINESE ARE EXCEEDINGLY CAREFUL W/ALL 
THEIR FORMAL UTTERANCES AND NONE MORE SO THAN W/THOSE 
ESTABLISHING DIPLO RELS. FRASER SAYS THIS IS SIGN THAT 
CHINA'S FON POLICY IS REACHING FURTHER AND FURTHER OUT TO 
COUNTERACT SOVIET INFLUENCE WHEREVER POSSIBLE (WP). 

10. JAPAN 

LAT EDIT (8/9) DECLARES LOT OF BLAME FOR TRADE IMBALANCE 
W/US BELONGS TO JAPANESE. NOTES US IS PROBING REPORTS 
THAT SOME JAPANESE FIRMS ARE REAPING EXORBITANT PROFITS 
ON CHEAPER US IMPORTS BY FAILING LOWER SELLING PRICES TO 
JAPANESE CONSUMERS, THEN USING THESE PROFITS TO MAKE UP 
FOR ARTIFICALLY LOW EXPORT PRICES TO US. SAYS TO DEGREE 
THIS IS FOUND HAPPENING, IT IS FORM OF PROTECTIONISM THAT 
VIOLATES SPIRIT IF NOT LTR OF FAIR TRADING RULES, AND IS 
BOUND FEED PROTECTIONIST SENTIMENT IN US. ADVISES GOJ 
HELP PUT STOP TO SUCH PRACTICES. 

CHITRIB EDIT (8/4) SAYS JAPANESE AREN'T GOING ROLL OVER/ 
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PLAY DEAD WHEN IT COMES TO EXPORT COMPETITION. DECLARES 
THIS WORTH REMEMBERING, BECAUSE PRES CARTER'S DOMESTIC 
POLICY ADVISOR, EIZENSTAT, WAS QUOTED RECENTLY AS SAYING 
USG’S PLAN TO RAISE US EXPORTS BY 15 BIL DOLS IN 5 YRS 
RATES LOW PRIORITY IN CARTER ADMIN. CHITRIB STATES IF THAT 
IS CORRECT, THEN EIZENSTAT DESERVES GOLD MEDAL-FROM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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JAPANESE TRADE MINISTRY. 

IN TOKYO, WP'S CHAPMAN SAYS RISE OF YEN IS SPURRING 
JAPANESE TOURISTS IN US. BUT FEELS THIS ACTUALLY HAS LESS 
DO W/CURRENCY EXCHANGE RATES THAN W/NEW TREND TOWARD
